Verminous  Premises  and  Persons 

Three  hundred  and  ninety  five  premises  comprising  one  thousand  two 
hundred  and  seventy  five  rooms  have  been  disinfested.  Two  hundred  and 
eighty  eight  infested  persons  were  treated  at  the  Cleansing  Centre. 


Infected  Premises 

Twelve  private  dwelling  houses  comprising  eighteen  rooms,  were  disin- 
fected following  cases  of  infectious  disease. 


Common  Lodging  Houses 

The  Salvation  Army  Hostel  (71  male  lodgers)  in  Regent  Street  is  the  only 
common  lodging  house  in  the  Borough. 

It  is  inspected  regularly  and  is  a well  run  establishment. 

During  the  year  premises  have  been  made  available  by  the  Social  Services 
Department,  assisted  by  Voluntary  organisations  to  provide  overnight 
shelter  for  homeless  persons.  Whilst  this  is  not  classed  as  a Common  Lodging 
house  the  Health  Department  co-operate  by  carrying  out  disinfestation  of 
the  premises  and/or  persons  should  the  need  arise. 


Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

There  are  a number  of  houses  in  multiple  occupation  in  the  town.  There 
is  no  preponderence  of  immigrants  occupying  this  type  of  accommodation  as 
most  appear  to  buy  houses  of  their  own. 


Local  Land  Charge  Enquiries 

When  properties  are  put  up  for  sale  the  solicitor  for  the  purchaser 
enquires  from  the  Local  Authority  whether  or  not  there  is  anything  out- 
standing against  the  premises.  So  far  as  this  department  is  concerned 
it  means  checking  by  the  various  inspectors  to  see  if  any  requirements  of 
the  following  Acts  have  not  been  complied  with  : Public  Health  ; Housing  ; 
Food  and  Drugs  ; Shops,  etc.,  and  Clean  Air  Acts. 

During  the  year  enquiries  were  received  concerning  3577  premises. 
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RODENT  CONTROL. 


Sewer  Control 

During  the  year  1012  manholes  which  had  been  infested  at  some  time  in  the 
past  were  poisoned  using  oatmeal  with  paranitrophenol  and  the  poison 
fluoracetamide.  No  test  baiting  was  carried  out  due  to  staff  shortage  and  to 
the  other  commitments  of  the  operators. 


Surface  Control 

During  1972,  1954  complaints  of  rat  and  mouse  infestation  were  received. 
This  is  158  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  On  investigation  however,  379 
complaints  did  not  show  any  infestation.  Empty  houses  which  are  quickly 
vandalised  and  used  as  rubbish  tips  continue  to  be  a source  of  trouble  and 
complaint.  During  the  year  stretches  of  the  River  Blakewater  were  treated.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


I am  indebted  to  the  Borough  Engineer  for  the  following  comments  on 
Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

During  the  year  work  involving  sewers  was  carried  out  on  the  Ashworth 
Street,  Pearl  Street,  and  Bennington  Street  housing  schemes  and  on  the 
Whitebirk,  Roman  Road,  Shadsworth — Haslingden  Road  Industrial  Sites. 

The  main  drainage  schemes  at  Ashworth  Street,  Darwen  Street  Bridge 
and  Roman  Road-Milking  Lane  were  completed.  Work  was  commenced  on 
construction  of  storm  water  tanks  at  Samlesbury,  and  on  the  construction  of  a 
new  outfall  sewer  from  Samlesbury  to  Pleasington  Fields. 

An  extensive  programme  of  sewer  renewal  is  in  preparation.

Sixty-four  samples  were  reported  satisfactory,  two  samples  were 
reported  unsatisfactory  because  of  poor  quality,  and  one  sample  unsatisfactory 
owing  to  fat  defiency  and  four  samples  showed  slight  amounts  of  extraneous 
water.  In  each  case  the  producers  were  advised  and  a warning  given  where 
called  for.  A further  one  hundred  and  twenty  six  samples  of  other  foods 
and  drugs  were  taken  eleven  of  which  were  reported  as  unsatisfactory.

SLUM  CLEARANCE 


Report  by  Mr.  F.  Forrest,  Senior  Housing  Inspector. 


Clearance  of  Unfit  Properties 

The  representation  of  two  Clearance  Areas  forming  Phase  II  of  the  Scotland 
Road  Redevelopment  Scheme  maintains  the  progress  required  by  the  Clear- 
ance Programme. 

Confirmation  of  nineteen  areas  contained  in  the  Anvil  Street,  Fort  Street, 
Galligreaves  Street  and  Thompson  Street  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  was 
received  during  the  year.  Over  one  thousand  unfit  dwellings  were  involved, 
and  some  of  these  had  been  demolished  prior  to  confirmation. 

Decisions  taken  during  the  year,  following  a capability  study  to  accelerate 
the  rate  of  Clearance,  resulted  in  the  engaging  of  further  staff  both  qualified 
and  technical.  Consequent  upon  these  appointments  a start  was  made  on  a 
sample  survey  of  approximately  one  thousand  houses  which  when  completed 
and  analysed  will  give  an  average  picture  of  property  condition  within  the 
Borough  from  these  analyses,  together  with  current  information  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  Department  to  produce  a five  year  Clearance  Programme 
based  on  a representation  figure  of  approximately  one  thousand  houses  per 
year. 

The  increasing  use  of  the  improvement  grant  facilities  is  indeed  helping 
to  provide  many  homes  with  essentials  for  modern  living.  It  should  be  re- 
membered however  that  this  must  be  more  than  “a  facelifting”  operation  to 
ensure  that  the  thirty  year  life  required  by  legislation  is  satisfied.  Without 
this  essential  the  Borough  will  be  faced  with  a continuing  Clearance 
Programme  for  some  years.

During  the  year  thirty-four  complaints  of  noise  nuisance  were  investigated 
Of  these  eight  were  in  relation  to  noise  from  industry,  nine  from  commercial 
activities  and  seventeen  from  domestic  premises. 


Of  the  latter  seven  related  to  barking  dogs,  six  to  noisy  neighbours,  one  to 
children  playing  and  three  of  an  indefinite  nature.  Complaints  of  this  kind 
are  most  difficult  to  deal  with  owing  to  the  necessity  to  avoid  friction  between 
neighbours. 


In  some  cases  industrial  and  commercial  concerns  are  quite  co-operative 
in  trying  to  solve  noise  problems. 


There  have  been  no  cases  where  legal  action  has  been  necessary. 

Of  the  thirty-four  complaints  received  twelve  proved  to  be  cases  where 
nuisance  could  not  be  established,  but  the  following  are  details  of  noise 
complaints  which  appear  to  be  justified: 

(1)  Commercial:  Noise  from  dough  mixing  machine.  Absorbent  pads  placed 
under  machine. 

(2)  Domestic:  Indefinite  whining  noise.  Found  to  originate  from  disused  tele- 
vision aerial. 

(3)  Industrial:  Noise  from  compressor.  Compressor  re-sited. 

(4)  Industrial:  Factory  noise  at  night.  Remedied  by  keeping  factory  doors  and 
windows  closed. 

(5)  Commercial:  Noise  from  outlet  of  electric  dryer.  Re-designed  outlet  cover 
provided. 

(6)  Domestic:  Barking  dogs.  Owner  co-operated. 

(7)  Commercial:  Noise  of  building  operations  and  pumps.  Contractor  co-opera- 
ted and  reduced  noise. 

(8)  Commercial:  Noise  from  pneumatic  drills.  Mufflers  fitted. 

(9)  Commercial:  Noise  of  vehicles  in  bakehouse  yard.  Firm  altered  their  arrival 
and  departure  arrangements. 

(10)  Domestic:  Noisy  neighbours.  Offenders  left  the  house. 

(11)  Domestic:  Barking  dogs.  Friction  between  neighbours  resolved. 

(12)  Domestic:  Noisy  neighbours.  Offenders  left  the  house. 

(13)  Domestic:  Noise  from  neighbours.  Neighbours  became  friends  again. 

(14)  Commercial:  Barking  guard  dogs.  Number  of  dogs  reduced. 
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(15)  Domestic:  Barking  dogs.  Owner  co-operated. 

(16)  Industrial:  Noise  from  compressor.  Compressor  re-sited. 

(17)  Industrial:  Noise  from  extractor  blades  of  dust  hopper.  Alterations  made  to 
extractor  blades. 

(18)  Domestic:  Rowdy  neighbours.  Appeal  to  behave  more  rationally. 

(19)  Commercial:  Noise  from  pneumatic  drills.  Mufflers  fitted. 

(20)  Domestic:  Barking  dogs.  Owner  co-operated. 

(21)  Domestic:  Noise  from  children  at  play  school.  Co-operation  on  one  side. 
Tolerance  on  the  other. 

(22)  Domestic:  Barking  dogs.  Owner  co-operated.

THE  OFHCES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 
ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1972 

(1st  January  - 31st  December) 


Report  by  Mr.  N.  Morris,  Shops  and  Offices  Inspector 


The  increase  in  building  works  and  alterations  to  existing  buildings  in  the 
Borough  and  the  installation  in  these  buildings  of  more  sophisticated  heating 
and  ventilation  equipment  has  required  more  time  to  be  allocated  to  the 
checking  of  the  plans  submitted. 

The  vacation  of  existing  registered  premises  and  the  non-registration  of 
the  new  premises  to  which  the  business  has  been  moved  is  becoming  more 
common.  Routine  surveys  are  finding  these  new  premises  and  the  necessary 
registration  is  then  affected.  Ignorance  of  the  law  is  the  general  excuse 
given  by  the  employers  for  not  registering. 


Registration  and  General  Inspection  of  Premises 

Fifty-four  notifications  of  employment  of  persons  were  received  during  the 
year  and  fifty-seven  were  taken  off  the  register. 

Nine  hundred  and  twenty-one  premises  remained  on  the  register  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Three  hundred  General  Inspections  were  carried  out. 

Details  are  set  out  in  appendix  I.

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Health  and  Welfare  Provisions — Contraventions 


Cleanliness  : (Section  4) 

Out  of  three  hundred  premises  inspected,  cleanliness  was  unsatisfactory  to 
some  degree  in  forty  three  cases. 

Overcrowding  : (Section  5) 

In  one  case  the  number  of  persons  employed  in  a particular  room  exceeded  that 
permitted  by  the  act. 

Temperature  : (Section  6(2)) 

Where  work  does  not  involve  severe  physical  effort  a temperature  of  16°C  (60.8°F) 
must  be  maintained  after  the  first  hour.  In  four  cases  the  temperature  was 
found  to  be  below  that  required. 

Thermometers  : (Section  6(4)) 

Suitable  or  sufficient  thermometers  were  not  provided  in  fifty  six  premises.  In 
some  cases  thermometers  had  been  provided  but  were  broken,  others  were  not 
registering  correctly. 

Ventilation  : (Section  7) 

Ventilation  of  some  part  of  the  premises  was  regarded  as  inadequate  in  eighteen 
cases. 

Lighting  : (Section  8) 

In  five  cases  the  lighting  of  some  part  of  the  premises  was  considered  to  be  not 
sufficient  or  suitable. 

Sanitary  Conveniences  : (Section  9 — Sanitary  Conveniences  Regs.  1964) 

In  sixty  cases  the  Sanitary  Conveniences  were  in  some  way  unsuitable. 
In  three  cases  numbers  were  insufficient. 

Washing  Facilities  : (Section  10 — The  Washing  Facilities  Regs.  1964) 

In  twenty  three  cases  unsuitable  washing  facilities  were  provided,  whilst  in  five 
the  facilities  were  considered  insufficient. 

Drinking  Water  ; (Section  11) 

In  all  cases  the  supply  of  drinking  water  was  found  to  be  adequate  and 
wholesome. 

Accommodation  for  Clothing  : (Section  12) 

In  four  instances  only  was  there  inadequate  acconunodation  for  outdoor  clothing. 

Sitting  Facilities  ; (Section  13) 

Suitable  facilities  are  to  be  provided  at  suitable  places  for  the  persons  employed 
to  sit  when  the  opportunity  arises.  In  one  case  these  facilities  were  not  provided. 

Seats  for  Sedentary  Work  : (Section  14) 

Where  work  is,  or  can  be  done  sitting,  suitable  seats,  and  where  necessary, 
foot  rests  are  to  be  provided.  In  all  instances  those  provided  were  considered  suitable. 

Eating  Facilities  : (Section  15) 

Where  employees  in  shops  eat  meals  there,  suitable  and  sufficient  facilities  are 
to  be  provided.  In  all  cases  the  facilities  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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Floors,  Passages  and  Stairs  : (Section  16) 

In  fifty  five  cases  some  cause  for  complaint  was  found.  In  many  instances 
the  handrail  to  the  stairs  was  inadequate  or  non-existent,  in  others,  worn  treads, 
worn  nosings  to  treads,  defective  floor  coverings  and  badly  worn  floor  boards  accounted 
for  a number  of  the  unsatisfactory  conditions. 

Fencing  of  Exposed  Parts  of  Machinery  : (Section  17 — The  Prescribed 

Dangerous  Machine  Order,  1964) 

Every  dangerous  part  of  any  machinery  used,  as  or  forming  part  of,  the  equipment 
of  premises,  shall  be  securely  fenced  unless  so  positioned  or  constructed  as  to  be  safe. 
In  six  instances  machinery  was  found  to  be  inadequately  fenced. 

First  Aid  ; (Section  24 — The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
First  Aid  Order,  1964) 

In  sixty  three  instances  provisions  were  inadequate  due  mainly  to  non-replace- 
ment of  used  materials. 

Disposal  of  Sanitary  Dressings  ; (The  Sanitary  Conveniences  Regulations,  1964) 
At  one  premises  the  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  sanitary  dressings  was 
not  satisfactory. 

Dangerous  Conditions  and  Practices  : (Section  22) 

In  two  cases  conditions  existed  where  there  was  an  element  of  danger. 

Exemption  from  Certain  Provisions  ; (Section  46) 

No  applications  for  exemptions  were  received  or  granted. 


Abstract : (Section  50 — The  Information  for  Employees  Regulations  1965) 

The  Regulations  require  an  employer  to  display  in  a prominent  position  an 
Abstract  of  the  Act,  or  to  give  each  employee  a specified  explanatory  booklet.  In 
seventy  seven  instances  this  Regulation  was  not  complied  with. 

Details  and  summary  of  contraventions  found  and  remedied  are  shown  in 
Appendix  11. 


General 

Good  liaison  and  co-operation  has  continued  with  H.M.  Factory  Inspecto- 
rate, the  Borough  Surveyors  Department,  the  Fire  Services  Department  and 
various  architects  and  builders  facilitating  the  enforcement  of  the  Act  and 
Regulations.  The  ventilation  of  premises  still  continues  to  be  the  most 
neglected  field,  possibly  because  of  the  economic  fact  that  if  ventilation  is 
improved  then  heating  costs  rise.

Details  of  Contraventions  Found 
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AIR  POLLUTION 


Report  by  Mr.  J.  Pye,  Smoke  Abatement  Officer. 

Clean  air  is  a relative  term,  as  air,  unpolluted  by  man  will  contain  naturally 
such  substances  as  volcanic  dusts,  pollens,  spores,  bacteria,  chlorides  and 
sulphates  from  sea-spray,  ozone  and  others  such  as  to  be  indistinguishable 
from  man-made  pollutants. 

Adding  substantially  to  the  natural  ‘pollution’  creates  the  hazards  and  it 
is  therefore  incumbent  upon  enforcement  authorities  not  only  to  strive  to- 
wards the  reduction  of  existing  levels  of  pollution  as  we  know  it,  by  substit- 
uting ‘refined’  for  fossil  fuels  in  smoke  control  areas,  by  ensuring  that  only 
the  best  combustion  and  discharge  — arrestment  techniques  are  employed 
industrially,  but  equally  of  importance  to  see  that  industrial  surveillance  is 
maintained,  to  anticipate  problems  from  new  processes  emitting  pollutants 
to  atmosphere  and  to  take  early  preventative  measures. 

Indeed,  the  complexities  of  many  modern  industrial  processes  presenting 
pollution  potentialities  call  for  a degree  of  attentive  oversight  in  excess  of 
what  at  first  may  appear  justifiable  when  based  purely  on  visual  evidence  of 
industrial  pollution.  Effort  retrospectively  directed  at  abating  industrial 
smoke  emissions  has  been  redirected  towards  the  reduction  or  containment 
of  invisible  — and  often  more  hazardous  — gaseous  pollution. 

One  such  example  of  keeping  the  finger  on  the  pulse  of  industrial  emissions 
and  anticipating  a source  of  pollution  arose  as  a result  of  an  almost  casual 
remark  of  a local  firm’s  intentions  to  begin  “stack  moulding”.  The  process 
involved  the  casting  of  ferous  metal  using  core-sand  exclusively,  which  con- 
taining phenol  formaldehyde  as  a thermo-setting  resin,  released  a hazardous 
gas  on  contact  with  hot-metal.  To  relieve  unpleasant  workshop  atmospheres 
it  is  essential  to  collect  the  fume  and  discharge  it  externally,  which  was  done 
under  controlled  conditions  so  as  to  minimise  ground  level  concentrations. 
The  co-operation  of  the  firm  was  of  the  highest  order  and  subsequent  oper- 
ation of  the  process  has  given  rise  to  no  problems. 

Preliminary  discussions  took  place  on  two  firms’  proposals  to  set  up  new 
industries,  one  relating  to  the  manufacture  of  external  cladding  for  buildings 
using  a “stone-flour”  mix  with  thermo-setting  additives;  the  other  to  a 
galvanising  plant  where  the  handling  and  treatment  of  fume  prior  to  discharge 
to  atmosphere  is  essential.  The  firms  in  question  had  not  begun  processing 
before  the  year’s  end. 

Twelve  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  of  emissions  from  non- 
domestic properties.  All,  with  one  exception,  were  justified  and  remedial 
measures  taken.  The  exception  arose  from  a complaint  of  emissions  from  a 
firm  where  production  had  not  commenced,  and  on  being  interviewed,  the 
complainant  said  he  was  anticipating  a nuisance ! In  the  event  nuisance  was 
not  created  when  production  began. 

A warning  was  given  to  one  firm  regarding  excessive  emissions  of  smoke 
from  a wood-burning  plant. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  a firm  of  scrap  metal  dealers  for 
a contravention  of  Section  1 of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1968.  The  case  had  not 
been  heard  before  the  year’s  end. 

Visits  were  made  to  firms  in  connection  with  the  installation  of  new  boilers 
and/or  heating  systems.  All  were  approved. 
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Eleven  applications  were  received  and  approved  respecting  the  heights  of 
new  chimneys  to  serve  new  or  adapted  furnaces.  One  chimney  was  erected 
without  approval,  and  a warning  issued  to  the  occupier  of  the  building  con- 
cerned. 

A local  store  converted  their  heating  boiler  to  burn  oil  in  lieu  of  gas.  As  the 
chimney  was  originally  erected  before  the  Clean  Air  Act  1968  became  oper- 
ative its  height  at  that  time  could  not  have  been  subjected  to  control,  and  a 
subsequent  change  of  fuel  did  not  bring  it  within  the  purview  of  the  1968 
Act.  This  is  a prime  example  of  the  weakness  of  “modern”  clean  air  legislation 
to  which  I have  in  other  years  made  reference,  and  which  allows  the  sub- 
stitution of  a clean  gaseous  fuel  by  one  with  an  increased  sulphur  content 
without  the  local  authority  being  empowered  to  require  either  an  increase  in 
the  associated  chimney’s  dimensions  or  construction.  Only  the  co-operation  of 
the  company  in  question  brought  about  the  desired  elfect. 

A local  firm  requested  approval  to  lower  the  height  of  an  existing  brick 
built  chimney,  as  the  top  sections  were  unsafe.  No  objections  were  raised  as 
the  final  height  was  above  the  minimum  necessary  for  the  boiler  plant. 

I investigated  a complaint  of  an  alleged  nuisance  from  noise  said  to  be  from 
an  oil-fired  heating  boiler.  Noise  from  pressure-jet  or  blast  burners  can  be 
transmitted  up  a chimney  and  reflected  to  ground  level  by  the  rain-out  cowl 
on  the  chimney  top.  Removal  of  the  cowl  will  generally  effect  a remedy. 

Additionally,  vibrations  can  be  set  up  when  resonant  frequences  occur 
between  the  burner  noise  and  loose  or  insecure  portions  of  the  fabric  of 
buildings,  for  example,  doors  and  windows.  Noise-absorbing  material  either 
surrounding  the  source  or  fitted  to  the  fabric  will  frequently  effect  a remedy 
when  noise  is  transmitted  through  air,  but  when  ground-transmitted  noise 
or  vibrations  occur  the  remedy  is  not  so  easily  effected. 

In  the  case  in  question  a nuisance  was  not  established  and  though  some 
precautionary  measures  were  taken  by  the  owner  of  the  plant  no  action  was 
taken  by  this  department. 

In  general  I am  satisfied  with  the  levels  of  industrial  pollution,  in  that 
emissions  are  well  contained  and  there  are  no  outstanding  or  difficult  prob- 
lems to  be  dealt  with.  Looking  about,  there  is  little  evident  industrial  pollution 
and  no  new  industry  need  fear  to  come  to  Blackburn  because  of  particular 
pollutants  which  may  affect  their  processes. 

I am  appreciative  of  the  continued  co-operation  of  the  District  Alkali 
Inspectors;  and  of  Mr.  W.  Williams,  Chief  Fire  Officer  and  his  staff. 


Smoke  Control  Areas 

Consequent  upon  assured  supplies  of  all  smokeless  fuels,  the  Council 
during  the  year  authorised  a two-stage  acceleration  of  the  Smoke  Control 
Programme,  so  as  to  effectively  treble  the  1971  rate  of  inclusion  of  domestic 
properties,  from  1,500  to  4,500  per  year.  Two  additional  Technical  Assistants 
were  appointed. 

The  number  11  Smoke  Control  Order  became  operative  on  the  1st  July, 
and  two  more  — Nos.  12  and  13  — Orders  were  made,  the  former  being 
confirmed  in  November.  A progress  report  is  appended. 
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Work  of  preparing  Nos.  14  and  15  Orders  continued  during  the  year,  and 
the  following  table  sets  out  the  numbers  of  visits,  interviews  and  notifica- 
tions involved  during  the  year.

In  addition,  files  relating  to  Nos  9 and  10  Orders  were  cleared,  final  costs 
prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Exchequer. 

The  fifty  contraventions  noted  above  arose  out  of  systematic  surveillance 
of  operative  smoke  control  areas.  Warning  letters  were  sent  in  all  cases, 
except  two,  where  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  for  contraventions  of 
Section  11  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  (emission  of  Smoke)  and  Section  9 of 
the  Clean  Air  Act,  1968  (delivery  and  sale  of  unauthorised  fuel).  Both  cases 
were  pending  at  the  year’s  end. 

An  offence  noted  in  1971,  was  resolved  when  in  February  the  occupier  of 
the  property  was  fined  at  the  Magistrates’  Court  for  an  offence  relating  to 
emission  of  smoke. 


General 


There  were  the  usual  “extra-mural”  activities  connected  with  one’s  job  of 
giving  talks  and  having  discussions  with  various  bodies  and  organisations. 
I am  always  pleased  to  do  so,  as  it  demonstrates  an  interest  in  having  clean  air. 

Various  refresher  courses  and  Conferences  were  attended,  as  well  as  sym- 
posia on  technical  matters,  ranging  from  district  heating  to  advanced  fuel 
technology.  I continue  to  be  active  in  the  teaching  field  at  Bolton  Institute 
of  Technology. 

The  conversion  to  natural  gas  involved  the  department  to  some  degree,  as 
liaison  with  the  N.W.  Gas  Board  was  necessary  when  conversion  dates  clashed 
with  a newly-confirmed  smoke  control  Order. 

I continue  to  have  oversight  of  the  plant  at  the  Disinfecting  Centre. 

Measurement  and  Detection  of  Pollution 

It  is  now  10  years  since  Blackburn’s  first  Smoke  Control  Order  became 
operative.  The  interim  years  have  been  marked  by  set-backs  relating  princi- 
pally to  the  supplies  of  all  forms  of  smokeless  fuels,  and  progress  has  not  been 
as  rapid  as  was  anticipated  at  the  outset  when  the  need  for  smoke  control 
was  so  evident. 
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Nevertheless,  achievement  there  has  been,  clearly  evident  when  one  looks 
over  the  town  from  various  vantage  points.  A pall  of  smoke  no  longer  obscures. 
But  there  is  still  a long  way  to  go. 

A glance  at  the  graphs,  appended  to  this  report,  relating  to  yearly  averages 
of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  concentrations  show  how  effective  smoke  con- 
trol has  been  within  those  districts  of  the  town  falling  within  the  range  of 
the  gauge  at  the  College  of  Techonology  and  Design.  The  gauge  at  Shads- 
worth  records  a steady  reduction  in  pollution  which  can  be  attributed  mainly 
to  the  voluntary  changes  to  smokeless  methods  of  home  heating  rather  than 
the  effects  of  smoke  control  which  would  normally  at  this  stage  of  the  pro- 
gramme, be  outside  the  range  of  the  gauge. 

I am  grateful  for  the  continued  co-operation  and  assistance  in  the  field  of 
pollution  measurement  given  to  the  department  by  Dr.  Rose,  Principal,  and 
Mr.  Harpeaves  of  the  Chemistry  Department  of  the  College  of  Technology 
and  Design.

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COLOSTOMY 


I am  indebted  to  Mrs.  J.  E.  Watson  for  the  following  report: 

A Colostomy  Advisory  Service,  staffed  by  members  of  the  Colostomy 
Welfare  Group  was  started  at  Larkhill  Health  Centre  on  1st  September,  1971. 

Sessions  are  held  each  Tuesday  and  Friday  from  10  a.m.  to  12  noon;  it  is 
increasingly  obvious  that  there  is  a great  need  for  this  service. 

During  1972  there  was  a steady  increase  of  patients  seeking  advice  about 
various  problems  that  had  arisen  since  their  colostomy  operations. 

There  have  been  enquiries  from  Medical  Social  Workers,  nurses  and 
doctors  in  other  towns  who  have  referred  patients  to  this  service. 

An  interview  on  Radio  Blackburn  brought  quite  a response  and  since  I 
was  asked  to  speak  to  Burnley  Pharmaceutical  Society,  chemists  have  advised 
patients  to  contact  Larkhill. 

By  the  end  of  1972  there  were  180  patients  on  the  books.  Ideally  patients 
should  be  seen  before  and  after  the  operation  and  then  at  home  following 
discharge. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity,  both  personally  and  on  behalf  of  the 
Colostomy  Welfare  Group  Council,  of  thanking  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  the  Blackburn  Local  Authority  for  the  wonderful  help  they  have  given 
this  service.

An  Assessment  Clinic  was  held  once  per  week  by  Dr.  P.  A.  Gardner,  the 
Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  with  an  average  of  three  persons  attending, 
and  recommendations  were  sent  to  the  patient’s  General  Practitioner  and  to 
the  Local  Authority  Social  Services  Department  in  respect  of  the  suitability 
of  the  patient  to  attend  for  occupational  therapy,  or  for  admission  to  a part 
of  the  Social  Services’  Sheltered  Workshop. 

Three  sessions  per  week  were  reserved  for  remedial  treatment  for  a varying 
number  of  patients.  Some  patients  who  attended  the  Social  Services’  Work- 
shops also  received  treatment  to  ensure  maintenance  of  progress. 

Domiciliary  visits  were  mostly  requests  made  by  Social  Workers  for  aids 
and  adaptations  for  physically  handicapped  people.  Other  referrals  were 
taken  from  the  medical  staff  of  the  Department.  Far  more  visits  were  made 
than  in  1971  because  of  the  expanding  handicapped  persons’  register  compiled 
by  Social  Services  Department,  and  as  a result  the  number  of  recommend- 
ations for  aids  to  daily  living  were  also  higher  than  previously.

No  record  was  kept  of  the  aids  provided,  or  adaptations  carried  out, 
because  the  responsibility  for  this  function  has  now  passed  to  the  Social 
Services  Department  from  whom  it  is  regretted  there  is  no  feed-back  con- 
cerning recommendations  made. 

At  least  one  session  per  week  was  devoted  to  clerical  work  and  because  this 
is  a waste  of  a professional’s  time  there  is  an  urgent  need  for  part-time  clerical 
assistance. 

Fewer  cases  were  investigated  following  requests  for  medical  priority  in 
respect  of  re-housing,  but  more  applicants  for  concessionary  ’bus  passes 
were  investigated. 

The  Social  Services  Department  became  responsible  for  the  aged  persons’ 
Hostels  but  due  to  a shortage  of  staff,  no  visits  were  made.  It  was  also  im- 
possible to  organise  swimming  classes  and  the  hoped  for  expansion  of  the 
work  of  the  Section  did  not  materialise.  In  the  event  of  the  staffing  situation 
becoming  resolved  it  is  felt  that  more  occupational  therapy  sessions  could 
be  held  at  Mill  Hill  Workshop.  Owing  to  the  large  size  of  the  room  and  the 
specially  fitted  kitchen  section,  it  is  essential  to  maintain  the  occupational 
therapy  unit  there  unless  a purpose-built  unit  is  envisaged.  Because  many 
patients  are  discharged  and  then  attend  the  Social  Services’  Workshops  it 
is  easy  to  maintain  contact  with  those  who  need  occasional  therapy  to  maintain 
independence. 

Unfortunately,  the  number  of  referrals  to  the  Assessment  Clinic  by  hospital 
staff  and  General  Practitioners  is  very  small,  which  is  a pity,  as  there  are  no 
similar  facilities  for  physically  handicapped  in  the  present  arrangements. 
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Loan  of  Equipment.  Invalid  aids  are  available  on  loan  or  supply 
from  the  Health  Centres  often  on  the  advice  of  District  Nurses  or 
Health  Visitors  or  requests  from  General  Practitioners.

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PSYCHOLOGICAL  SERVICE 


Report  for  year  ending  31st  December,  1972 

Referrals  have  continued  to  flow  in  at  a steady  rate  and  the  arrival  of  a 
second  Educational  Psychologist,  Mr.  A.  Sapsford,  was  therefore  very  much 
welcomed  in  August. 

In  April,  Mrs.  MacDonald  attended  a course  in  London  for  Educational 
Psychologists,  entitled  “Maladjustment”  which  proved  both  helpful  and 
stimulating. 

Several  schools  have  taken  advantage  of  our  services,  not  only  for  indi- 
vidual children,  but  for  advice  on  more  general  problems.  For  example,  help 
has  been  given  with  the  setting  up  of  a remedial  service  in  a Secondary 
School  and  advice  has  been  given  to  other  teachers  on  the  kind  of  assessment 
they  can  do  themselves.  There  has  been  continued  regular  visiting  of 
Special  Schools,  in  particular  Dame  Evelyn  Fox  Special  School  and  Blacka- 
moor Open  Air  School.  In  the  former  an  attempt  was  made  to  see  each  child 
at  least  every  two  years  and  in  the  latter,  we  have  now  agreed  to  assess  each 
new  entrant,  apart  from  seeing  any  other  children  who  may  be  causing  con- 
cern. It  is  hoped  that  eventually  there  will  also  be  regular  re-assessment  of 
all  children  at  Crosshill,  but  our  time  is  still  very  limited.  Liaison  has  also 
been  maintained  with  other  allied  services,  and  also  Tullyallan  Day  School 
for  the  Maladjusted. 

Mention  of  Tullyallan  reminds  one  of  one  of  our  problems,  which  is  the 
extreme  shortage  of  residential  and  day  places  for  maladjusted  children. 
Apart  from  the  difficulty  of  placing  any  such  child,  one  finds  it  useless  to 
even  try  to  place  a child  over  11  or  12  years.  It  would  be  very  well  worthwhile 
if,  at  some  future  date,  the  authorities  might  consider  more  local  provisions. 
The  setting  up  of  small  units  close  to  the  present  comprehensive  school  for 
emotionally  disturbed  children  might  be  well  worth  considering. 

Other  activities  outside  the  more  normal  work  have  been  the  giving  of  a 
lecture  by  Mrs.  MacDonald  to  Nursing  Sisters  at  Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary 
on  “The  Psychology  of  Learning”  during  their  course  on  “The  Art  of 
Examining”,  and  also  an  interview  on  Radio  Blackburn  about  the  work  of 
an  Educational  Psychologist.  In  December,  a student  doing  the  Diploma  in 
Compensatory  Education  at  Didsbury  College  of  Education,  spent  a week 
with  the  Educational  Psychologist. 

Other  talks  have  been  given  to  P.T.A.’s  and  interested  groups  and  several 
school  children  have  come  for  advice  regarding  a career  in  Psychology. 

Whilst  the  everyday  work  of  mental  assessment,  educational  guidance  and 
seeing  children  with  behaviour /emotional  problems  forms  the  backbone  of 
the  service,  the  giving  of  talks,  lectures  and  more  general  advice  is  believed 
to  be  very  important.  The  word  ‘Psychologist’  still  brings  fear  into  the  minds 
of  many  parents,  so  that  the  more  familiar  psychologists  become  to  as  many 
groups  as  possible,  the  more  easily  they  are  accepted.  In  this  way  we  can  move 
closer  to  our  basic  aim,  of  prevention  rather  than  cure.

It  should  be  noted  that  these  are  the  reasons  given  at  the  time  of  referral. 
Subsequently  when  the  children  are  seen,  it  is  discovered  that  many  of  those 
referred  for  Mental  Assessment  or  Educational  Guidance  have  behaviour/ 
emotional  problems. 

Child  Guidance  Clinics 

In  addition  to  consultations  with  children  and  their  parents  by  the  Psy- 
chiatrist and  the  Educational  Psychologists,  the  Psychiatric  Social  Worker 
has  had  an  average  of  ten  interviews  per  month  with  parents  who  were  in 
need  of  continuing  contact  with  the  clinic. 

There  has  been  good  liaison  with  staff  of  other  social  work  agencies  in 
the  area,  particularly  the  Social  Services  Officers,  the  Educational  Welfare 
Officer,  the  Juvenile  Liaison  Officer  and  the  Probation  Officers. 

Two  case  conferences  were  held  involving  various  staff  from  the  above 
named  agencies  and,  on  one  occasion,  some  senior  teachers  as  well.  The 
Psychiatrist  and  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  have  paid  two  visits  to  Tullyallan 
Day  School  for  maladjusted  children. 

Many  of  the  children  referred  were  of  secondary  school  age;  it  is  felt  that 
more  adequate  help  could  have  been  given  if  they  had  been  referred  at  an 
earlier  age.  It  is  also  noted  that  there  is  considerable  resentment  to  the  rec- 
ently enforced  extra  year  at  school  amongst  some  of  our  teenage  clients  and 
the  lack  of  facilities  for  helping  emotionally  disturbed  adolescents  is  a con- 
stant source  of  acute  concern.

1972  saw  the  progress  of  1971  improved  and  was  in  several  aspects  a notable 
year. 

Staff: 

Mr.  Hunt  and  Miss  Sharpe  were  married  in  September.  The  Council 
approved  a free  Senior  Citizens’  Chiropody  Scheme,  the  screening  of  patients 
ceased  in  July,  and  the  work  of  the  private  practitioners  participating  in  the 
scheme  was  to  be  subject  to  spot  checks. 

Talks  were  given  to  outside  organisations  e.g.  Over  60’s  Associations.  School 
contact  was  improved  with  virtually  every  school  being  given  at  least  one 
visit.  The  facilities  for  foot  examinations  were  not  always  what  one  would 
desire.  Sometimes  this  had  to  be  done  in  corridors,  classrooms,  changing 
rooms  and  even  in  domestic  science  rooms. 


Too  many  schools  insist  upon  children  using  detrimental  footwear  all  day, 
but  do  nothing  about  their  staff,  e.g.  children  to  wear  pumps,  ostensibly  to 
preserve  wooden  floors,  whilst  staff  wear  stilletto  heels. 

It  would  be  a great  improvement  if  Head  Teachers  prevented  pupils  with 
foot  infections,  e.g.  verrucae,  from  participating  in  barefoot  activities. 

Mr.  Pollard  continued  to  be  responsible  for  all  hostels,  with  one  excepton.  ie 
Mr.  Hunt,  Snr.,  attends  West  Bank  Old  People’s  Home.  Mr.  Hunt  Jnr.  is 
responsible  for  Local  Authority  Service  based  on  Montague  Health  Centre. 
Mrs.  Hunt  divides  her  services  between  Montague  and  Larkhill  Health 
Centres.  Mr.  Foxcroft  is  responsible  for  Local  Authority  Services  based  on 
Larkhill  Health  Centre.

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SECTION  THREE 


DENTAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT 

Report  by  the  Principal  Dental  Officer  Mr.  J.  Rigby 

It  is  regretted  that  during  1972,  owing  to  the  illness  of  a full  time  member 
of  the  staff,  and  the  resignation  of  a part  time  sessional  officer  at  the  end  of 
February,  the  equivalent  of  almost  six  months  of  work  was  lost  to  the  depart- 
ment. This,  of  necessity,  forced  a reorganisation  of  the  facilities  offered  so 
that  routine  work  had  to  be  severely  curtailed,  and  dental  inspections  were 
down  by  half  on  the  preceding  year.  A still  greater  proportion  of  time  had 
to  be  spent  on  emergency  work,  so  that  although  the  number  of  emergency 
operations  carried  out  were  similar  to  1971,  conservations  were  greatly 
reduced. 

However  a determined  effort  was  made  to  keep  up  with  the  regular  six 
monthly  checks  of  children  as  much  as  possible,  since  this  is  seen  as  an  essential 
part  of  a fully  staffed  service,  and  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  parents,  and 
the  resultant  work  is  eminently  more  satisfying  to  the  dentist  than  a high 
proportion  of  emergency  treatment. 

Despite  this,  or  maybe  because  of  it,  towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  was 
decided  to  invest  in  an  outfit  to  prevent  the  onset  of  decay  on  the  biting  surface 
of  molars.  However  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  fissure  sealant 
technique  can  only  be  truly  effective  when  there  are  no  cavities  in  the  teeth 
treated.  It  is  useless  to  treat,  in  this  manner,  decayed  surfaces.  A start 
will  be  made  in  1973  to  carry  out  this  preventative  treatment  but  a true 
assessment  of  results  cannot  be  made  until  the  scheme  as  been  in  effect  for 
a couple  of  years  or  so. 

Further  new  equipment,  and  an  additional  wash  basin  has  been  provided 
in  one  of  the  surgeries  in  the  Larkhill  Health  Centre.  This  replaces  recon- 
ditioned equipment  transferred  from  the  old  premises  in  Victoria  Street. 

Oithodontic  treatment  has  not  been  greatly  affected  by  the  lack  of  staff  as 
the  Orthodontist  still  attends  two  sessions  weekly. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  acquire  additional  dental  staff,  but  at  the  end 
of  1972  no  one  had  been  appointed.  As  mentioned  before,  at  least  three 
full  time  officers  are  required  to  provide  a reasonable  service. 

Let  us  hope  that  in  the  future  more  staff  will  become  available.  In  the 
meantime,  I must  thank  sincerely  all  the  staff  present  for  their  willing 
co-operation  and  hard  work  during  the  current  year.

HANDICAPPED  PUPILS 


Ascertainment 


The  arrangements  for  the  ascertainment  of  pupils  requiring  special 
educational  treatment  are  covered  by  regulation  of  the  Minister  of  Education 
and  Science  and  have  been  detailed  in  previous  reports. 

Special  School  Provision 

There  are  three  special  schools  provided  by  the  Authority;  a School  for 
Delicate  and  Physically  Handicapped  Children,  a Unit  for  Partially  Sighted 
Pupils  and  Crosshill  School  for  Educationally  Subnormal  Pupils. 

Blackamoor  Special  School 

I append  a report  of  the  School’s  activities  by  the  Acting  Head  Teacher, 
Miss  Ann  Franklin. 


Twenty-four  children  were  admitted  and  twenty-seven  discharged  during 
1972  one  hundred  and  fifteen  children  being  in  attendance  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Of  the  twenty-four  admissions  thirteen  were  Blackburn  children  and 
eleven  were  extra-district.  The  reasons  for  admissions  are  as  follows:

Partially  Sighted  Unit — Blackamoor 

There  were  15  children  on  the  roll  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  9 boys  and 
6 girls,  with  an  age  range  of  7 to  164-  years.  During  the  year  4 boys  left  and 
4 boys  were  admitted  leaving  number  on  roll  at  15,  again  made  up  of  9 boys 
and  6 girls.  The  age  range  had  considerably  extended  however,  to  make  it 
4 years  to  164-  years. 

All  the  boys  who  left  had  attained  16  years  and  3 of  them  went  into  employ- 
ment, (one  to  a sheltered  workshop).  The  fourth  boy  went  for  assessment 
and  possible  engineering  training  at  Queen  Alexandra’s  College,  Birmingham. 

All  the  four  boys  admitted  were  4 years  of  age  and  this  was  good,  in  that  a 
small  group  of  children  in  the  lower  section  of  the  unit  could  begin  to  be 
educated  from  scratch  according  to  our  methods  for  the  education  of  parti- 
ally sighted  children.  This  would  seen  to  be  almost  the  ideal  age  to  admit 
children  into  a unit  such  as  ours,  always  provided  that  adequate  classroom 
space  is  available.  This  has  been  a problem  over  the  last  30  years  but  happily 
plans  are  now  afoot  to  rectify  this  state  of  affairs  and  the  lot  of  the  partially 
sighted  children  in  the  unit  will  most  certainly  be  greatly  improved.  The 
teaching  staff  too  will  benefit  considerably  in  that  they  will  be  able  to  extend 
the  range  of  classroom  activities  which  are  at  present  precluded  on  account 
of  lack  of  space. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  school  nurse,  physiotherapist,  speech  therapist 
and  welfare  staff  for  their  invaluable  services  rendered  during  the  year. 

Crossbill  School 

The  average  number  of  children  on  roll  during  the  year  was  just  below  170. 
The  boys  still  outnumbered  the  girls,  being  consistent  with  the  national 
pattern  for  E.S.N.  schools.  With  the  increasing  number  of  younger  children 
attending,  the  problems  of  individual  transport  have  become  more  difficult. 
At  least  30  children  are  brought  to  the  school  daily  by  taxi.  This  accentuates 
difficulties  of  prompt  attendance  and  it  also  tends  to  encourage  parents  to 
abdicate  some  of  their  responsibilities.  It  is  easy  to  take  the  view  that  “The 
Authority”  will  see  to  everything. 

School  work  was  affected  during  the  power  cuts  but  of  more  concern  was 
the  effect  of  break-ins  and  vandalism.  On  one  occasion  two  classes  were  sent 
home  because  of  the  damage  inflicted  upon  classrooms.  Over  the  year  it  was 
estimated  that  at  least  70  windows  were  broken,  causing  damage  and  incon- 
venience, apart  from  other  destruction  to  doors  and  administrative  rooms. 

The  value  of  all  work  done  here  is  that  it  continues  steadily  and  quietly, 
providing  a regular  routine  and  secure  basis  upon  which  to  build  the  necess- 
ary all  round  development  of  children.  One  highlight  was  the  organisation 
of  a Cross  Country  Competition  at  Witton  Park  in  which  twelve  special 
schools  from  Lancashire  were  involved. 

Regular  co-operation  with  the  Health  and  Social  Services  helps  to  assist 
in  the  continuation  of  the  fine  work  being  done  in  the  school.

Co-operation 

Teachers,  Parents,  and  School  Welfare  Officers  have  fully  co-operated  in 
the  work  of  the  School  Medical  Department.  To  all  of  them  I would  express 
my  sincere  appreciation. 


Employment  of  Children  and  Young  Persons 

The  Departmental  Officers  examined  544  children  for  employment  during 
the  year. 

Two  hundred  and  seventeen  children  (155  boys  and  62  girls)  were  licensed 
for  employment  out  of  School  hours.  No  children  were  licensed  to  take  part 
in  entertainments. 


National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children 

During  1972  my  colleagues  and  I were  privileged  to  be  concerned  with 
the  welfare  of  198  Blackburn  children.  In  24  cases  the  family  came  to  our 
notice  through  the  parents  themselves  seeking  aid  and  advice.  Officials  of 
the  local  authority  referred  22  families.  The  following  figures  indicate  why 
some  of  the  children  needed  our  help  and  support : 

67  were  being  neglected. 

16  were  physically  injured. 

22  were  being  left  alone. 

15  were  emotionally  disturbed. 

78  were  ‘at  risk’  but  without  specific  symptoms. 

The  reasons  for  the  children  being  in  distressing  circumstances  varied 
considerably  and  the  following  are  but  a few  examples : 

In  16  families  there  was  a disturbed  parent/child  relationship. 

Material  or  financial  problems  existed  in  14  families. 

Unsatisfactory  housing  appeared  to  be  the  root  cause  of  problems  for 

another  14  families. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  in  the  majority  of  cases  we  were  able  to  help 
the  parents  and  the  children  through  casework  support  until  the  problems 
or  abuse  had  been  appropriately  dealt  with.  Some  of  the  families  needed 
long  term  support  and  are  still  being  supervised  regularly.  In  only  one  case 
was  it  necessary  to  seek  the  help  of  the  Juvenile  Court  when  3 children  were 
committed  to  care. 
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My  colleagues  and  I will  continue  to  do  all  that  is  necessary  to  assist 
children  in  trouble  for  whatever  reason,  our  main  aim  being  to  keep  the  family 
intact.  We  express  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  local  authority  for  their 
invaluable  support  in  achieving  this  most  desirable  objective.
